our People and Country , whoſe Life was 
worth ten thouſand of ours. But. becauſe we are 
notable todig the chanel of our Sorrow ſo 
deep as we could wiſh, it's ſome amends to 
draw it out at length ; and therefore Authori- 
ty bath wiſely and piouſly pfovided, that the 
Tribute of our Tears ſhould be Anniverſary, 
and after a ſort eternal, by making Poſterity 
their Executors, to (ce this great Debt of Sor- 
row diſcharged, and engaging all furure Gene- 
rations to repair yearly to the houſe of Mourn- 
ning ; that ſoche Childrens Tears may help to 
ſupply the defes, and in due time hill up the 
vacuities of their Forefathers Sorrows. 

Ler no man ſay, that it is againſt the Sub-

Now if the Jews faſted and mourned ſeventy 
ouun for the untimely death of a Viceroy one- 
y, one that was but the Lieutenant of the

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King of Babylon; certainly England may mourn 
twice ſeventy years for the Murther of her 
King ; and if then ſherhink fic lay afide her 
mourning weeds. Bur I believe it will be 
then thought reaſon and wiſedome to conti- 
nuethe Sorrow, and to produce in-publick our 
Joſeph's Coat yeairly, ( for our Joſeph was ſold 
roo, though not into the land of Egypr, yet into 
the Homſe of Bondage ) 1 mean the Robe of our 
Sovereign died 1nto- Scarlet with His own 
Bloud ; that Poſterity beholding with amaze. 
ment (o rufull a ſpe&acle , may -palsionately 
cry out with Jacob, Surely ſome evil Beaſt hath 
devoured bim, not imagining Men, much leſs 
His Subjects, to have been fo barbarous, And 
hereby they will not onely lament whar is paſt, 
bur likewiſe dread the thoughts of attempting 
the like Villany for the future, 

Bur why ſuch care taken to tranſmit to po- 
ſeriry che unfortunate end of CnartEs the 
Firſt, and not the like done for Edward and 
Richard both of chat name the Second, whole 
lives cloſed with the like ſad Cataſtrophe, be- 
ivg both violencly plucked from their Thrones, 
and hurried to an early Grave ? 

Ir's true indeed, other of our Engliſh Gods 
have died like men, like mean, baſe and ple-

beian fellows : butthe ſecrecy of the Contri- 
vance and Execution of the Wickedneſs on 
their Royal perſons argued ſome Shame in the 
Authors, as being unwilling to make the 
Light privy to their Actions, Bur here, in the 
Tragedy of our late Sovereion of Bleſſed me- 
mory, the Curtains were drawn, the Win» 
dows were opened , the Scene publick , the 
A&ors notorious, and withall ſo confident to 
come oft with applauſe, that they were not 


aſhamed, Phariſee-like, to ſound a Trumpet before Math. 6. 2. 


them in the Synagogues and ſtreets , and to pro- 
claim inthe cars of all, in the chief and Ca- 

ital City of the Nation, when and where 
they might behold Majeſty ic ſelf firſt Ar- 
raigned, and afterwards Executed by a Baſe 
and Ignoble hand. Methinks as oft as I re- 
fle& upon that Diſmal day, when our Royal So- 
vereign Was led as a Lamb to the Slaughter, | can- 
not onely take up a Lamentation, but an In- 
dignation too againſt my ſelf and the reſt of 
my Countrymen, ,for being under ſuch a Le- 
thargy of Puſillanimiry and Cowardice, that 
the whole Nation did nocrile as one man, to 
reſcue ſo Noble a Captive from. the hands of 
Tyrants.

Bur though we-may not tell it in Gath, nor 
publiſh it in Askelon, not in Rome or Cn——_ 
yet we may proclaim it in Zion, and [peak of it 
in Jeruſalem: Weare commanded by Autho- 
rityto tell it among our ſelyes this day, that 
our hearts being as it were pierced with the 
remembrance of ſo lamentable a Story, may 
bleed and mourn for ſuch Diſloyalty a&ted to- 
wards our Native Prince, ſuch Diſhonour done 
to our Engliſh Nation, ſuch Scandal and Re- 
proch brought upon our Reformed Proreftant 

Religion, 
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Religion. That ever any Engliſh Subjets and 
Romiſh Emiſſaries ſhould lay their heads fo 
clole, meer in one Juncto, Cabal and Cloſe- 
Committee ; that a precended Act ſhould paſs 
to confirm a Vore firſt paſſed in the Conclave 
at Rome, and approve a reſolution firſt taken 
up iothe Congregation De propaganda Fide ; 
that ever Religion {hould be thus wounded in 
the Houſe of ber friends; This is a Lamentation, 
and ſhall be for a Lamentation. 

Methinks I hear my dead Sovereign expoſtu- 
lating with his unnatural Children in the 
words of King David, F/al. 55. 12, 13, 14. It 
was not an Enemy that reproched me ; then I could 
have born it : neuther was it be that hated me that 
did magnifie himſelf againſt me ; then I would have 
hid my ſel from him. But it was Thou, « Man, 
my Guide, my Acquaintance. We took Feet Coun- 
fel together , and walked to the Houſe of God in 
company. Had either Turk or Papiſt attempted 
totake away the Liteof a Chriſtian Prince or 
Proteſtant Sovereign, it had been no luch great 
wonder, We know well enough from what 
Magazine the Powder was fetched to blow up 
King and Parliament ; from what Armo 
Clement and Ravilliac were furniſhed with Dag- 


gers to ſheath them in the Bowells of their 
| liege 
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liege Lords, Henry the IlI*and IV®* of France, 
'Tis no news for Rome todiec her Scarlet Robes 
in grain, the bloud of Kings and Saints, I; hath 
been her praRtice, to allure the Kings of the Earth 
to be her paramors to commit Fornication with 
ber, and then to ſtab them whilſt ſhe doth-em- 
brace them ;- as the two former Kings are ſad 
examples of ſuch cruel Kindneſs, both of them 
murthered whilſt they-htld Communion with 
the Church of Rome-——Bur for Proteſtants, and 
ſuch as would be thought to goe beyond others 
inthe ſtriftneſs of their lives and profeſſions, 
to tranſcend others in the looſeneſs of their 
opinions and praftices;, to tranſcribe an Italian 
and Roman Copy in Great Red Capital Letters ; 
to out-doe Draco in Cruelty, who though he 
wrote his Laws in Bloud, yer | never reade his 
Sovercign's Bloud was mingled with his Ink ; 
This, this is ſuch an Accumulative Treaſon as may 
well fill us all with aſtoniſhment, and make 
great Britain and Ireland to become floating 
Iſlands this day in a Sea of Sorrow, 

Now that we may have plenty of water this 
day , I have thought good to invite you to 
{it down by Jeremiah's Rivers, as the Jews ſome- 
times ſate down by the waters of Babylon,and wept 
in the remembrance of Sion. For hete in - 
Boo 
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Book of the Lamentations, the Tide of Grief is 
full, and the Spring of Sorrow not onely warm, 
bur boiling hot, able tocthaw the moſt frozen 
heart, and by way of ſympathy diflolye it in- 
to a liquid frame, Here is a full Quiver 
from whence you may draw ſtore of Arrows 
ro wound your beartsto the quick, and make 
them bleed over the Bloud ot your Sovereign. 
Sec how palsionately he laments both the Fall 
of CRown and Mi1T& Ee. The Crown is fal- 
len from our head : Woe unto us that we have 
ſinned , Chap. 5. 16. He hath polluted the King- 
dome and the Princes thereof, Chap. 2. 2. Princes 
are hanged up by their hand ; the faces of the El- 
ders were not honoured, Chap. 5. 12. So for the 
Church, Chap. 2. 6,7. He hath violently taken 
away his Tabernacle , as it were of a Garden ; be 
hath deſtroyed the places of Aſſembly. The Lord hath 
cauſed the jolemn Feaſts and Sabbaths to be forgotten 
in Zion, and hath deſpiſed in the indignation of his 
Anger the KING and the PRIESTS. The 
Lord hath caſt off his Altar , be hath abhorred his 
Sanfluary ; he bath given up into the hand of the 
Enemy the walls of ber Palaces: They have made a 
noiſe in the Houſe of the Lord as in the day of a ſo- 
lemn Feaſt. In this 4* Chapter the Propher doth 
enumerate ſeveral ſad Accidents which befell 
Jeruſalem : as namely, C 1 The 
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x The Deſtruction of the Temple, verſe 1. 

2 The Contempt of the Jews, v. 2. 

3 The great Faminein the Land,v.3,4,5. 

4 The Deſtruction and Sack of the City, 

V. L1, 12. 
5 The Captivity and Baniſhment of the 
Priefts and Prophets, v. 15. 

6 And laftly, which brings up the Rere 
of this ſad Troup of Calamities, the Deſtru- 
&ion of the King himſelf ; The Breath of our 
noftrills, the Anointed of the Lord was taken in 
their pits. 

Now here we are firſt to enquire of whom 
the Prophet ſpeaks, and what King he intends 
by theſe expreſsions. Some have thought Jo- 
"ms to be the perſon aimed at, who was ta- 

en away by a violent Stroke, and his untime- 
ly death accompanied with an univerſal La- 
mentation of all Judah and Jeruſalem, and of Jere- 
miah himſelf, 2 Chron. 35.24, 25. 

Bur the ſeveral paſſages of this Chapter 
make it appear that it was ſuch a Prince as fell 
together with the Ciry and Temple ; which 
Character can agree to none beſide Zedekiah , 
the laſt Monarch that fate upon the Throne of 
Judab, as may appear by comparing Jerem.3 g. 
4, 5. with the verſe immediately preceding my

Text. There we reade how Zedekiah made an 
eſcape by the Gare betwixt the two Walls, but 
being purſued by the Chaldean Army, (who bad 
notice given thereof) was overtook in the 
plains of Jericho,and there madepriſoner, Now 
the verſc before my Text (ſeems to point at this 
very accident ; Our perſecutours are fwiſter then 
the Eagles of Heaven; they purſued us upon the 
mountains , they laid wait for us in the wilderneſs: and 
then it follows,

Daniel interpreted the meaning thereof. 

2. To a Rock, Iai.32. ver. 1, 2. Behold «

place from the winde, and a covert from the tempeſt. 
Or, 

. To an Hen, as ſome will have it, that 
hwek her Chickens under her wings, ro 
prote& them from the ravenous Kite; for there 
is mention made in Scripture of the ſhadow of 
wings, Pſal. 36. 7. and 57. 1. and 63. 7. 

Though I rather embrace the firſt Metaphor 
of a Tree, as moſt*proper for this and other 
_ of Scripture to ſhadow' forth the Excel. 

encies of Kingly Government. 

Il. The unhappy Fall of this tall Cedar, in 
thoſe words, was taken in their pits. 

IV. The unlooked-for Seaſon, viz. at ſuch 
a time when the Jews promiſed themſelves no 
ſmall Happineſs under his Government ; Of 
whom we ſaid, Under bis ſhadow we ſhall live among 
the Heathens. The Kingdome of Judah had 
ſtrangely ſhifred her Princes in a little time. 
In the ſpace of leſs then 12 years four Kin 
were removed, partly by death, and partly by 
Depoſition. Egypt __ Babylon were _ 
Make- 
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Make- a And ſhe, poor Kingdome, like a 
Tennis-ball was bandicd up down, and 
driven into ſeveral ſtreights, cation a5 thoſe 
rwo mighty Monarchs play'd their game. At 
laſt Babylon having gat ained the prize from E- 
2ypt, Judah was in lome hopes of a Sertle- 
ment under Zedekiah, who being of the Roy- 
al Line was advanced to the Throne with 
the joynt conſent of Nebuchadnezzar and the 
Jews: but within few years, as their Riches 
had fled away long before, ſo now their Hopes 
roo areupon the _— and gone; The Tree is 
cut down , the Rock is overturned , all the 
Feathers of the Wings are plucked , and the 
poor Jews expeſed to the wide world. The 
Breath of our noſtrils, the Anointed of the Lord was 
taken, &Cc. 


[I begin withtheFirſt, viz. The Sacredneſs 
of Zedekiab's Perſon by virtue of his Kingly 
Office, being ſtyled the Anointed of the Lord. 

Kings are the Anointed of God: God gave 
commulsion to Samuel to anoint Saul the firſt r Sam. 9.15, 
King of Tfael, which accordingly he perfor- '* 
med , chap. 10. 1. Then Samuel took 4 vial of 
Ozle, and poured it upon his bead, and kiſſed him, and 
ſaid, Is it not becauſe the Lord bath anointed thee 
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ta be Captain over bis Inberitance ? Hence is Saul 
called the Anointed of the Lord by David often, 
Afer the Rejection of Saul by God , Samuel 
is authorized by God to doe the like unto Da- 
vid, x Sam. 16. 1. anddid ſo, v. 13, And of 
this ſolemn Canſecration to the Royal Office 
David ſpeaks, Þ/al. $9. 19,20. Then thou ſþakeſt 
in a Viſion tothy holy one, (viz.Samuel) and ſaideſt, 
T have laid belp upon one that is mighty : 1 have 
exalted one choſen out of the people. 1 have found 
David my Servant; with my holy Oyle have 1 
anointed bim. And hence in many of the Pſalms 
David ſtyles himſelf the Anointed of the Loyd. 
And becauſe David's Succefſors had the like 
honourable Ceremonies done unto them , 
thereupon they might challenge the ſame ho- 
nourable Title. Neither was this Ceremony 
of Anointing proper onely ro-David and his 
Succeflors , but other Kings likewiſe had the 
ſame Honour done unto thera bythe ſpecial 
warrant of God ; as namely Jehu and Hazael. 
Now the Effuſion of Oyle upon their heads did 
beroken, 

1. The pouring out of a (pirit of Govern- 
ment and Courage upon them beyond whar 
they were ordinarily endued withall before 
their Aſſumption to the Crown ; as appears

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in Saul and David ,/ n Sam. 10. 6, 9, to. and 
ch. 11.6. And of this laſt it is exprelly ſaid, 
1 Sam. 16. 13. that The Spirit of the Lord came 
upon him from that day forward, viz. the day of 
his Anointing. And as by this Ceremony of 
pouring out Oyle upon the head was ſignified 
the pouring our of a ſpirit of Government up- 
on the perſon ſo conſecrated ; ſo withall,

With mine holy Oyle have T anointed 


him, doth David bring in God ſpeaking con- 
cerning himſelf, P/al.89.20. The Perſon there- 
fore being anointed with holy Oyle becomes 
after a fort Holy, ſo as not to be rudely or 
prophanely treared either with hand,or tongue, 
or thoughts ; Curſe not the King , no not in thy 
thoughts, Eccl. 10. 20. Much lels ought his Life 
to be raviſhed from him by a ſtroke of pre: 
rended Juſtice. Nay the very Garments of 
Kings call for Reverence and Reſpe# from us ; 


elſe what need David's heart have (mote him * $9-24-5- 


for but cutting off the skirt of Saul's Garment? 
which was done upon no worſe deſign then 
to give Saul an carneſt of his unſpotred Loy- 
alry towards him. Say not it was want of 
wiſedome or courage in David to let his Ene- 
my eſcape, when the Cave furnifhed him with 
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(16) 
ſo fair an advantage againſt him. Time was, 
when you might have ſeen David ſo hardy as 
to dare totake a King bythe Beard, 1 Sam. 17. 
and kill him ; bur it was a King of Beaſts, nor 
of Men, viz.a Lion. A Lion and a Bear were 
both worſted by David. Yea a tall and mighty 
Giant in the field, big enough to cat him up 
at a bit, could notdaunt little David, armed 
indeed weakly, with a Sling and a few ſmall 
Stones, but backed ſtrongly, with the Name of 
the Lord, which i a ſtrong Tower. Onely a 
King in a Cave makes David's Sword to fall 
out of his hand, and his heart too to faint, And 
obſerve when it was that David held his hand , 
when Saul was covering his feet in the Cave. 
Strange! when our Earthly Gods betray moſt 
of man and humane infirmity, even then there 
ſhould fuch a Majeſty appear intheir Perſons 
as to command the Swords and Hearts of all 
Loyal Subje&s. So again, ch. 26. 7, 8. when 
King Saul at another time lay at the mercy of 
David, being faſt aſleep, and Abner the Gene- 
ral of his Army in the ſame poſture, ( who 
therefore deſerved the reward of that Thebane 


Sentinel, who being found aſleep by Epaminon- 


das was diſpatched by him, with this Memento, 
Dead 1 fonnd thee, and dead I leave thee) when 
Saul,

Saul, I ſay, ay faſt aſleep, 4b;ſhai's tomach was 
ſharp ſer, and very earneſt to fall aboard him : 
but David withholds him , with chis ſtrong 
Cord, v.9. Deſtroy him not; for who can ſtretch forth 
his hand againſt the Lord's Anointed, and be guiltleſs? 
Who can, and be guiltleſs ? Sure if any might 
have made bold with Saul's life , David was 
the man, my a King himſelf, and ſo Saul's 
peer and equal, and having a better Title to 
the Crown then Saul, ſince God had reje&ted 
him, chap. 16. 1. But David cannot perſuade 
himſelf rothruſt his Prince out of the Saddle, 
that he may mount up. Rather he will at- 
trend and wait God's leiſure, and not ſtoop to 
takeup that Crown, which being at all times 
lined with Thorns, doth then prick moſt when 
the Thorns are ſteeped in Royal bloud, 

Yea, but ] hear a muttering of ſome Patrons 
of our Regicides: We are as much againſt 
King-killing in a Cave as David; we abhor 
to give our Prince either a Spaniſh Figg or Dag- 
ger : We never once encouraged = to Aſlal- 
1nate or ſtab our Sovereign; we leave ſuch 
practices to ſuch as have tutored thereun- 
toin the Jeſuites Chamber of Meditation ; we 
acknowledge in this reſpect the Lives of Kings 
to beas conſecrate Corn, fit oncly to be reaped 
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by the hand of God. Bur for a Prince that 
hath bathed his Sword in the Bloud of his Sub» 
jects to have a fair Trial in open Conrr, and 
afterwards to have Juſtice done upon him by 
virtue of that ancient Law of God, He that 
ſheddeth man's bloud, by man ſhall his bloud be ſhed, 
cannot juſtly be parallel'd with Romiſh and Je- 
ſuitical pratices , who murther with white- 

powder, and kill without making any noiſe. 
But whois ſogreat a ſtranger in our 1/raet as 
to be ignorant what kinde of Trial our Graci- 
ons Sovereign underwent ? Who knows not that 
his Judges were his ſworn Enemies and for- 
ſworn Rebells ? Who knows'not thatour S9- 
0's Death was decreed before ever their 
High Court was erected, which was onely to 
adde Mockery to their Malice, as was obſer- 
ved by our late Sovereign? Who knows not 
what bloudy purveyors were ſent up and 
down the Nation to procure hands to Peti- 
tions, which the poor Subſcriber never heard 

nor read ? onely the mention of Juſtice u 

Delinquents from higheſt to loweſt blinded 
the eyes of ſome, honeſt and well- 
meaning, but yet tally men, that they could 
not ſee to the bottom of that Helliſh Deſign, 
who ocherwſe would hav ſhuick aloud, 
ve 
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haye ſeen the Devil at noon-day with 
his cloven foot. And whereas it is ſaid that 
bloud muſt goe for bloud; I grant it , if un- 
derſtood aright, viz. ſo it be ordered to be 
ſhed by the Magiſtrate", that is authorized 
thereunto by Commiſsion from the Supreme 

iſtrare: for otherwiſe if any men may 
rake the Sword of Juſtice in their hands , 
they will be ſure to doe Injuftice; our hands 
then , like Jmael's, will be lifted up againit 
every man, and every mans band againſt us. It the 
King be Supreme, then ſure 1 am the People 
arc inferiour ; and if it be an undoubted Max- 
ime, that Par in parem non habet poteſtatem, then 
certainly the Inferior, though they may have 
Power, yet can challenge no Authority over 
the Superior. ;The truths, had either the Law 
of God, orof Nature, or of the Land been 
conſulred withall, the Sacred Perſon of a 
King would never have been made fo cheap, 
nor His Head fevered from His Body on ſuch 
calie terms. If cicher Moſes or Daniel or David 
or Paul might have been allowed to haye been 
of His Majeſtie's Counſel, and heard as Advo- 
cates on His Royal bebalt; I am ſure He would 
have been acquitted at their Mock-Courr.

David is peremprtory,Who can ſtretch 
forth his hand againſt the Lord's Anointed , and be 
Dan, 4. 19. guiltleſs * Damel was wholly ſeis'd with Horror 
and aſtoniſhment for one hour, to behold as 
it were < ajy44n the fad Doom of Nebuchad- 
nezzar approching; which yer would nor reach 
his Life, but onely his Honour; which yer after 
ſeven years _ would recover his former 
Luſtre and brightneſs. Oh how much more 


Trembling and Confuſion of ſpirit would 
have overtaken him, had it been revealed to 
him, that his own native Prince ſhould not 
onely have been hal'd from his Throne, bur 


forced likewiſe to his Grave, by his own un- 
natural Subjefts! Paw commanderh every 
Soul to be jubjeft to the Higher powers — And 
it's worth obſerving , thatthis Command was 
given when Souls were at beſt, and Powers at 
worlt: Bur Silent Leges inter Arma , The clat: 
tering of Arms will not allow any Laws bar 
Martial to be heard. Bur if neither the chree- 
fold Cord of Reaſon, Law and Religion can 
bindeyou, Oye Juſticiaries, to your good be- 
haviour, yet let your own Concernments pre- 
vail upon you. Time may come that the 


winde may tack about, PEO 
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hot upon you, that you may wiſh for a Tree 
with leaves to ſhade you : or if you are weary 
of your own lives, and can be content to ſtop 
your own breath ; yet be perſuaded to ler your 
Neighbours live and breathe a little longer. And 
this brings me tothe conſideration of the Se- 
cond remarkable in the Text. 


Secondly, The happy Influence of Zedeki- 
ah's, and ſo of all Kingly Government, diſplay- 
ed intwo Metaphors. 

1. It is compared tothe Breath of our noſtrills. 
The Phraſe is taken from Gen. 2.7. where we 
reade the Loyd formed Man out of the duſt of the 

, and breathed into his noſtrills the breath 
of life , and Man became a living Soul. It ſeerns 
by this expreſſion, that Kings are as Souls to 
aftuareand enliven the great Bodies of people, 
which without them would be but as ſo-many 

ſes when once the breath is gone, As 
when God made Adam of Clay or Red carth-, 
he is ſaid to breathe into-bis noſtrills the breath of 
life, and ſo Man became a- living Soul : ſo when 
God ereRts a Nation into an orderly Goyern- 
ment, but eſpecially a Kingdome or Monar- 
chy, then are we a living Soul, and breathe in- 
deed. Well may then their Memory ftink and 
1... JW - 
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rot among us, that made Three - famous 
Kingdoms become ſo many ſtinking Carca- 
ſes : They muſt needs be ſo when their breath 
was ftopt. And how juſt is God in taking 
away their breath , that robbed Three Narti- 
ons of their breath *at once ? And it is worth 
obſerving, That theſe Three Kingdoms could 
never thrivertill they did breathe again towards 
Monarchy under a thing called a Protetor. Bur 
indeed his breath could not agree with our 
Engliſh bodies. His breath was too hot , it 
aid rather ſcorch then cool the body ; and be. 
ing more Artificial then Natural, for his Head 
was only faſtned to the Body by an Inſtrumenr, 
it could not animate the Body long ; ſo that 
within a few years the Three Nations lay a 
gaſping and panting for breath, and were in a 
manner giving up the Ghoſt, when God in 
rich Mercy was pleaſed _— a new Life 
into us, in raiſing up our prelent Soyereign.to 
be unto us as Life from the Dead. 
2+ Kingly Government is compared to a 
Tree , not. a naked one, without Branches or 
Leaves, but ſuch an one as is ſtored with plen- 
ty of Leaves for Shadaw, and Fruit for Food : 
Of whom we faid, Under bis Shadow we ſhll live, 
Like chat fair, tall and well-ſpread Tree in 
Dan. 
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Dan. 4- whoſe leaves were fair and fruit much , 
for all the Beaſts that came under it. Not a 
Bramble or Thorn, which in ſtead of affor- 
ding Covert and Nouriſhment, will ſcratch 
and tearthe Fleſh of thoſe poor Sheep thar ſeck 
for ſhelter under their boughs. Nor the poiſo- 
nous Yew, whoſe melancholick ſhade is repor- 
ted by ſome deadly to thoſe that fir under ir. 
Theſe may be fit Emblems of Democracical 
and ProteQorian Government : Batthe Tree 
under which Judah of old and England of late 
fate was the ſpreading Vine, that together 
with the broad Leaves affords thick ry of 


Grapes, which yield Wine to chear the Heart of 19989. 13. 


God and man ; The goodly Cedar, whate wood 
fends forth an odoriferous Sayour ; The Roy- 
al Oak, thatabounds in Maſt as yell as Leaves. 
Or, As the Apple-tree is amongit the Trees of the 
wood , ſo was our Beloved amongſt the Sons. We 
fate down under his ſhadow with great delight ,

to the conſideration of the Third 


Particular , which is the unhappy Fall of 7«- 
| dab's Royal Cedar: He was taken intheir pits , 
that is, ex inſidis. The old Tranſlation, a- 
greeable ro the Chaldee Paraphraſe, renders ir

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their Nets, which is moſt agreeable to. what 
God foretold ſhould befall Zedekiah, Ezck. 12. 
13. My Net will I ſpread upon bim, and he ſhall 
be taken in my Snare; and I will bring him to Ba- 
bylon, the Land of the Chaldeans ; yet ſhall he not 
ſee it, though be ſhall die there. The ſame threat- 
ning is again repeated, ch. 17.20. Burt whether 
we render the Hebrew word by Pits or Nets, is 
not material ; fo are both Metaphors taken 


from Hunters, \that ſometimes make Pits and 


coyer them with boughs and carth, to intrap 
the Deer and other Game, and ſometimes 
mou their Nets, to intangle them. And in- 


ced Judah's Enemies, the Babylonians, are com- 
pared to Hunters, ver. 18, 19. of this Chapter, 
They hunt our ſteps , that we cannot goe in the 
ftreets— Our Perſecutors are ſwifter then the 
Eagles of Heaven ; they purſued us upon the moun- 
tains, they laid Wait for us in the wilderneſs. And 
in Jerem. 52. you may reade how the Royal 
Hart of Judah was hotly chaſed by the Babylo- 
nian Hounds, and fell into their pits and nets 
on the plain of Jericho,v.7,8.and there the dogs 
fell upon him, and tore out his eyes, but yer 
ſpared his life, But our Engliſh Maſtiffs fly at 
the throat of our Lion. And indeed it's repor-. 
ted, that no creature beſides an Engliſh Maſ iffe 
will 
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will adventure to faſten ona Lion, the King 
of Beaſts. Our Iron men had Oftrich ſto- 
machs, and could digeſt Iron. The fiſh that 
they had taken muſt ſwim in wine, but what 
kinde ? not the pure bloud of the Grape, but 
of their King. O my Soul, never long % ſ{uch 
Dainties : let us aey faſt and faſt, yea and 
Rarye too, then adyenture to fit down at that 
Table where either King or Baptiſt's Head is 
ſerved up in a Charger. Oh _—_ a noiſe did 
the Fall of our Royal Oak make! England was 
then all Earthquake. How did the leffer Trees 
of the Engliſh Forreſt tremble, to ſee the bold 
Feller adventure uponthe faireſt and ſtrongeſt 
Timber! Well might the lefler Trees expect 
to be made Pollards , when the biggeſt was 
plucked up Rootand Branch. Oh what Pale- 
neſs did then arreſt every face and viſage,when 
the Breath of our noſtrills did expire! Oh the 
Groans and Sighs that then came from every 
{ad and penſive heart! Ohthe Tears that then 
did bedew and moiſten every fair and ro; 

Cheek, to ſee Royal bloud prodigally ſpilt 
upon the Ground, which a Vial of the pureſt 
Gold had been bur too mean to receive! The 
whole Nation ſeerned to be as a woman in 
travail, followed with thick throes and pangs, 
E delivered 
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delivered of nought bur Ichabods , The Glory i 
_ from our Ijrael. One would think thar 
what Jeremiah reported concerning the Daugh- 
ter of Zion, had been rather the complaint of 
England ; Chap. 4. 3 1. 1 have heard” the voice of 
4 woman in travail , and the anguiſh of her that 
bringeth forth ber firſt Child; the -ovice of the 
Daughter of Zion, that bewaileth her ſelf , that 
ſpreadeth her hands , ſaying , Woe is me now, for 
my ſoul is wearied becauſe of Murtherers. And 
well might men be weary of this world, and 
be defirous ro bid their neighbours good- 
night, when the bright Sun was not onely 
ſer in adark Cloud, bur eyen fallen from the 
Firmament., Or it we were ſo happy as to 
enjoy any light, *twas but what Meteors and 
Comets and Blazing-ftars lent us, which 
did rather aſtoniſh then comfort, as being 
Ominous, and threatning Battels and Bloud 
to follow not long after their appearance, 
And, which added to the Miſeries of our 
Nation, the Ship of our Commonwealth had 
the ill hap to be wrecked in the very mouth 
of the Haven. When we were ready to land 
in Peace, the perfidious Mariners caſt the 
Maſter of the Ship over-board, out of a Co- 
vetous and Ambitious dehire to ſeize the Goods 


and 
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and ſteer the Veſſel; and then theſe unskil- 
full Pilots run us all on-ground upon the 
unknown Coaſts of Oceana, and daſh our 
their own Brains againſt the Rocks ; which 
leads me to the view of the Fourth and laſt 
Branch of Judah's Miſerie , viz. 


Fourthly, The unlooked-for Seaſon when 
Judab's Lion wastaken in their pits : Of whom 
we ſaid, Under bis ſhadow we ſhall live. The 
poor Kingdome of Judab had been exerciſed 
with ſtrange Convulſions in a ſhort time , 
ſo that her ſpirits were almoſt ſpent; ſhe 
was now in hope to recover ſome meaſure 
of Strength and Beauty under Zedekiah, whom 
the King of Babylon had appointed to take care 
of his Patient. Bur, alas! ir proved but as 
2 lightning before Death, Judah's Peace and 
Proſperity was as ſhort-lived as her own and 
her Siſter's Goodneſs, Hoſ. 6. 4. No more then 
a morning Cloud or an early Dew , that qui 
rvaniſheth away. And this was not leak 
aggravation of their Unhappineſs, that their 

were high and ſtrong to the contrary, 

And England's Diſappointment herein runs 


parallel'd with Judab's. Whilft King and People 
were treating of a match with mucual conſent, 
and 
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and had proceeded (o far as to be contracted 
each to other ; then our boiſterous Blades make 
uſe of Alexander's Sword to cut aſunder that 
Knor, which they were not able otherwiſe to 
untic. When the whole Kingdome was think- 
ing of nothing but beating theirSwords into plough- 
ſhares , and their Spears into rpg dn , our 
Enemies are converting their Swords into 


Mattocks and Axes , to cut down our Cedar 
and grub up her Roots. The Kingdome was 
ſo Drunk with Bloud, that ſhe did even reel 
and ſtagger, and was therefore the more wil- 
ling to take her Reſt, when our mighty Nim. 


rods had not yet quenched their Thirſt, and 
therefore are reſolved to drink hard and to 
purpoſe: Begin with the beſt Wine firſt, the 
Bloud of their King; and if that be not enough, 
ler the bloud of Nobles and Miniſters and 
Commons be brewed together, ro makea full 
Draught. Deliver us from bloud-guiltineſs , 0 
God, and let thole who either plorred or con- 
ſented to the Eftuſion of ſo much innocent 
bloud , bleed inwardly this day , and let the 
bloud of thy Son ſþeak better things then the bloud 
of our Sovereign. And herein it becomes us to 
imitate a Copy ſet us by our Sovereign, whoſe 
Royal Heart and Pen fuſt tranſcribed it from 

the 
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the practice of our Saviour. He praiecd for his 
Enemies in theſe words , Father, forgive them, 
for they know not what they doe: Our Royal 
Sovereign pur up the ſame requeſt for His Per- 
ſecutors, though He could not back it with the 
ſame Reaſon, They know not what they doe. They 
knew too too well that they went about to 
deſtroy the Lord's Anointed, But oh whar 
patherical words dropt from the mouth of our 
dying Swan! as they are tranſmitted to us in 
His moſt Excellent Book, and in that Parr 
where, having preached His own Funeral 
Sermon, He praied for a bleſsing upon what 
had been delivered, in thefe words. 

* When Thou makeft inquiſition for my 
*Bloud, O ſprinkle their polluted, yer P 
* nitent, Souls with the bloud of thy Son, that 
«the deſtroying w_ may paſs over them. 

4 Though they think my Kingdomes on 
* Earth too little to entertain at once both 
*rhem and Me; yet let thecapacious King- 
* dome of thy infiaite mercy at laft receive 
* both Me and mine Enemies. 

* When being reconciled to Thee in the 
* bloud of the ſame Redeemer, we ſhall 
«live farre above theſe ambitious defhires , 
* which beger. ſuch mortal Enmities. 

E 3 We 
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We have now run over the fad; gent 
lel of Judah's and England's late Mileries , 
but we have not taken notice of the Cauſe. 
But Jeremiah will acquaint you with that 
roo in relation to Judab, Lamentat. 5, 16. The 
Crown 1s fallen from our bead ; Woe unto us that 
we have Sinned. And herein muſt England 
joyn hands with Judah, and hold them up 
at the Barre of God's Juſtice, and confeſs 
Guilty. But what were the Sins of England 
that made the Crown fit fo looſe? Our 
Church hath prudently left every man to ſearch 
into his own heart, and wy or upon his 


own thigh; and therefore God forbid that 


we ſhould recriminate one another : Onely [ 
am afraid that ſome among us might drink 
 awayour King's Life, bydrinking too too of- 
ten his Health; and ſome might bring a Curſe 
upon the Life of our Sovereign by Curſing 
their God. Too many undervalued his Per- 
ſon and Government, and ſaid, with thoſe 
children of Belial in 1 Sam. 10.27. How ſhall 
this man * ſave us * and they deſpiſed him in their 
hearts. And others, that were forward enough 
to draw out a Sword in his Defence, were 
wanting to make uſe of the ſhield of Faith, 
and by joyniog the afliſtence of earneſt Pater, 
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offer an holy Violence to Heaven, that none 
might be done to the Sacred Perſon of God's 
Anointed here on Earth. And herein all 

land failed : for otherwiſe had our Faith been 
ſtrong and our Praiers fervent, why might 
'not the edge of the Axe have been blunted , 
or at leaſt rurned ſome other way ? Si Fides 
transferre poſSit Montem , poteſt «x Militem, (aid 
Tertullian ot old , when he encouraged the 
Chriſtians to keep their 'Dominicals , not- 
withſtanding they were threatned to be way- 
layd by the Souldiery when they ſhould re- 
ſort to their Aſſemblies. And what may we 
+ hereby learn, bur that if we deſire to ap- 
prove our ſelves faichfull Subjefts ro our 
Prince, we muſt have a careleft we be found 
Traitors and Rebells againſt God ? for, as 


Samuel told the Iſraelites , If you doe wickedly, you 154m-20-23. 


ſhall be conſumed, you and your King. 


But what Uſe may we make of the ſad 

Falls of Judah's and England's Monarchs ? 
Firſt, Take notice of the abſolute Soye- 
reignty of the Almighty in raifing up and 
tumbling down the greareft Potentates. As 
it is his Prerogative Royal alone to haye his 
Crown fo fixed as to be without TAY and 
adow 
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ſhadow of turning ; ſo all other Princes have their 
Commiſsion to wear their Crowns onely dy- 
rante Beneplacito , during the pleaſure of God 
Almighty. By me Kings reign, and Princes de- 
cree Juſtice , ſaith the Wiſedom of God in the 
Proverbs , Chap. $8. yea and by him they ceaſe 
to reign, and are dethroned. All the Kings 
of the world , though made of finer Mold 
then rhe reſt of their SubjeRs, are yet bur «s 
Clay in the bands of the Potter ; and cannot he 
doe with them as the Potter with his earthen 
Veſſels ? yea undoubtedly. Let butthe word 
goe forth from thesKing, and power ſhall ac- 
company the ſame, to make an Orderly Go- 
vernment return into a dark Chaos of Confu- 
ſion, quite contrary to the method of Creari- 
on. Oh how frequent is Scripture.in blazo- 
ning this great and ſole Prerogative of the Al- 
mighty ! He putteth down the Mighty from their 
ſeats, and exalteth them of Low degree, (aith Ma- 
ry in her Magnificat. Again, He ſmiteth through 
the Loins of Kings in the day of bis wrath. And, 

Plal.107.40. de powreth contempt upon Princes , and cauſeth 
them to wander in the wilderneſs where there is no 
way. And therefore ler all che Kings and migh- 
ty Monarchs give ear to a King , og 
France , Spain and Germany would mn 


, 
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him, for if theſe things be done to the Green Tree , 
what ſhall be done to the Dry?) viz, to learn 


Wiledome. Be wiſe now therefore , O ye Kings ; pal. 2. 


be inſtrufied , ye Fudges ofs the Earth, Serve the 
Lord with fear , and rejoice with trembling. Kiſs 
the Son, leſt be be angry , and ye periſh ; the 
way , when his wrath is kindled but a little : Blef- 
fed are all they that put their truſt in him. And 
again ; Vow and pay unto the Lord your God :? 

Let all that are round about him bring pow ; 
to bim, that ought to be feared. And why ? It 
followeth, He ſhall cut off the ſpirit of Princes ; 
be is terrible to the Kings of the earth. 

Secondly, Seethen the Vanity of all things 
here below. Our Age might afford matter for 
another Book» of Eccleſiaſtes and Lamentation , 
.had we a Solomon and Jeremy to pen them. 
The Crown was totrering in Solomon's time , 


nay, the Entail cut off.. Doth the Crown endure p,gy.25- | 


to all Generations? Tenparts of Twelve fell 
off at once from his Son Rehoboam's Head ; 
and the other Two had fallen likewiſe, had not 
the ' hand of the Almighty ſupported them. 
God's promiſe to David the Grand-father, that 
he ſhonld alway have a Light before God in 
b , prevented the total Eclipſe of the 
Grand-child's Royalty. Solomon ſaw in his 
F 


time 
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time the very ſame fights that have been ſhew- 
Eccl.10,6,7. ed in England ; Folly ſet in great Dignity , and the 
Rich fit m low place : Servants riding upon Hor- 
ſes, and Princes walking as Servants upon the 
Earth. We- have ſcen 1n our daies the- Scage 
removed from Black-friers to Weſtminſter ; and 
they that would make ſcruple to be Speftators 
of a Play there, yet dare ventureto Act a Part 
here, yea and the Fool's part too, and I could 
have wiſhed that had been all. But 
Thirdly, From the Actors of our late Tra- 
gedy , thoſe that helped co dig the Pit for our 
late Sovereign, we may learn, 
1. How needfull itis to maintain continu- 
al watch oyer our own Hearts, and to be dai- 
in the Exerciſe of Grace. There is no Prince 
can be ſafe, unleſs the Traitor in our own. 
Hearts be firſt ſuppreſſed. The Heart of man 
is the coo-fruirfull womb of all the monſtrous 
Matth.15.19 Villanies that are done under the Sun. Out of the 
heart, ſaith our Saviour, proceed Marthers, Adulte- 
ries, FornicationsBlaſphemies,&c. And from thence 
ſprings Treaſon too, Oh therefore look that 
there be no root of Bitterneſs growing there 
Eccl.10. 20. againſt your King, Curſe not your King, no not 
im your thoughts. For if he that bates bus Brother 
be a Murtherer in God's accomprt ; then ſure 1 
am , 
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am, he that hates his Prince is not onely a 
Traitor, but a King-killer. 1 am confidenc 
that if any ſhould have told thoſe Unha 

men that bu in Judgement upon their Ke 
a few years before, that they would in a ſhort 
time attempt to take away the Life of their 
Sovereign, they would have been ready to have 
ſent a Challenge to him that ſhould entertain 


fuch a Suſpicion of them; and Hazael's an- 2 King8.13. 


{wer to Eljha would then have been in eve- 
ry one of their mouths, What, are we Doys , 
that we ſhould doe ſuch a thing? and yet in a 
few years they are metamorphoſed into that 
ſhape they ſo much abhorred, and learned nor 
__ to grin and bark againſt, but likewiſe to 
bite and devour Majeſty it (elf. So that our 
Sovereign might apply to his caſethe words of 
the Plalmiſt, P/al. 22. 16. For Dogs have com- 
paſſed me , the Aſſembly of the Wicked have inclo- 
ſedme. 

2. To adore theRighteous Judgement of 
God , in bringing the wheel over thoſe men that 
digged the Pit bo their Soveret Righteous 
art thou, O Lord, and Juſt are ray ie. + We 
ſhall now no longer be remprted with 7 
to talk with thee of thy Judgements , why the way 
of the wicked doth proſper ; and wherefore all they 

F art 
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are happy that deal very treacherouſly. We ſhall 
never envy more the paſtures'or fatneſs of 
thoſe Sheep that are only preparing againſt the 
day of (laughter. Wereade in Scripture often, 
He that dig geth a pit ſhall fall therein ; and again, 
The Lord is known by the Judgements be execnteth : 
the wicked is ſnared in the work of his own hands. 
Higgaion, Selah. And all this we have beheld 
wah our own eyes. And farther, that Bloud- 
thirſty and deceitſull men ſhall not live out half their 
daies : Or if they chancetogoe to their Graves 
in peace and honour, yet the Vengeance of the, 
Almighty ſhall follow themchere, and they 
ſhall be raiſed again in diſhonour before the 
General Reſurreion , and come to Judge- 
ment before the Day of Doorn. 

Fourthly, How often are men diſappointed 
of their Hopes, even when they are entring 
upon the fruition of them ? Judah's people of 
old not onely thought , but laid of their King, 
Under his ſhadow we ſhall live among the Heathens. 
And England laid as much of her King, at the 
time of the Treaty in the Iſle of Wight, Under 
his ſhadow we ſhall live. But our Hopes were 
blaſted by the Almighty, and like the Fig-tree 


Jer. 8.15, inthe Goſpel preſently withered away. We loo- 
10, 17. ked for Peace, but no good came; for a time of Health, 
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but behold Trouble. The ſnorting of his Horſes was 
heard from Dan, the whole Land trembled at the 
found of the neighing of bis ſtrong ones : for they are 
come and have devoured the Land, and all that is in 
the City, and all that dwell therem. For behold I will 
ſend Serpents and Cockatrices among3t you, which will 
not be charmed , and they ſhall bite you , ſaith the 
Lord. Thus i it Was with us at that time, our 
Wound was made the more incurable by ap- 
plying the Weapon-lalve. 

hly, Let us acknowledge God's Mercy 
in diſappointing our Fears, as wel as his Juſtice 
in 77 / amp Hopes. We laid, We ſhould live 
wnder the ſhadow of our former Prince, bur could 
hardly imagine we ſhould ever fit down under 
aBranch of the Old Tree. And yet behold a 
Miracle of Mercy : Out of the Aſhes of our 
Martyred Sovereign God hath raiſed another 
Phoenix, This is the Lord's doing,and it 1s marvelous 
in our eyes. We were not fo unhappy as the 
Kingdome of Judah, whoſe Tree lett never a 


Branch nor Rod to make. a Sceptre. Thanks be Ez«&.19.14. 
to God, ours had many. . God hath; made the 
Horn of our David to wo and bloſfome, and 
bear fruit. We have another Tall Oak ſprang 
up in theplace where the other Royal one fell, 
which hath flouriſhed already toa great height. 
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May He be alwaies as the Tree planted by the Ri- 
of  waters., that may. nor onely tear) 
Leaves for ſhade ,and Fruit pleaſant to the eye, bur 
good for food too, Let Him bring forth His fruit in 
Rev.22- 2. good ſeaſon, like the Tree in the Revelation, thar 
; ht forth Fruit every month ; and let His Leaves 
be: for the healing of the Nations ; that all our 
Breaches and Divitions may be bound up by 
His fair hands. Let Hs Leaf never wither, bur 
let Him be alwaies as a green Olive-tree in the 
Houſe of God, and let whatſoever He takes in hand 
proſper, Let no Axe ever come near His Boughs, 
nor Mattock uncover bis Root. And when 
through timeand Age our Royal Oak begins to 
ſtoop, may the skilfull hand of that Heavenly 
Arboriſt and Husbandman remove him gently 
in the Winter of His Old age, and transplant 
Him from this barren ſoil, the Wilderneſs of 
this World , to a richer Incloſure, that Hea- 
venly Paradiſe, where His Root may be con- 
tinually watered with that pure River of the wa- 
ter of Life, clear as Cryſtal, proceeding out of the 
Throne of God and the Lamb.
